OUTREACH / RESOURCE: 5491 Hollywood Boulevard 
(Salvation Army) contacted Karen Weiner (Resource Manager) 
regarding a homeless military veterans and his wife (Patrick 
and Melissa Harter) that were living on the streets and were 
located to the front of the library on Ivar Street. Karen stated 
she had possible housing at an off site location in West wood. 
Karen contacted the “Westwood Transitional Program” for 
Veterans and they advised they had housing for the vet and his 
wife. 


OUTREACH / RESOURCE: 6000 Hollywood Boulevard 
(Toyota)my partner and | contacted Don Mushin (Manager) at 
the location. Don was advised of the situation regarding the vet 
and his wife and the possible relocation into short-term housing 
with the Westwood facility. We asked Don (due to the large 
amount of property the vet and his wife had) if his business 
would be able to help us with a truck to help in transporting 
their personal property to the transitional housing. Don without 
question, offered his services to us at any time. 


OUTREACH / RELOCATING TO HOUSING: 1623 Ivar Street 
(Public Library) we contacted the vet and his wife (Patrick and 
Melissa Harter) and advised of the possible housing and 
placement for him and his wife in Westwood. Both were excited 
of the news and were willing to participate in the relocation. 
The Harter’s began to pack up their personal property and 
were ready for the outreach. Toyota of Hollywood sent over 
their employee (George) with a truck to aid in the relocation. 
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OUTREACH / VA TRANSITIONAL PROGRAM: 1401 South 
Sepulveda (Westwood Transitional Village) we contacted Teya 
(Program Associate) who stated that they had a space for 
them, but due to the Harter’s not being enrolled into the “Cal- 
Works” program and Melissa being pregnant. They were not 
able to be housed at their property. Teya said that she would 
look around for a proper location for the married couple. After 
several failed attempts. My partner and | contacted Steve 
Seyler, via cellular telephone to advised him of the update. At 
which time my partner asked Seyler if he could contact 
Courtney Kanagi, an active BID Officer, that works at PATH and 
see if she would be able to help us with this homeless vet. 
Seyler called and advised that Courtney would help us thru her 
organization to find housing for this vet. 


PATH / OUTREACH: 1245 Madison Avenue’ (PATH 
Headquarters) we made contact with Valerie and Jesus at the 
location, who advised that Courtney requested them to 
assistance us in housing the Harters. The VA outreach team 
took over and began the process with the Harter. It was further 
advised that the Harter were given a 1 week hotel voucher by 
the PATH to help assist in the beginning transitional process 
with the them.
